Blow Open Safe In Henryville Post- 


office. 


The 
postoftice 
at 
Henryville 
was 
robbed early this morning, m aking the 
fourth postotlice t h a t has been visited 
by 
robbers 
within 
the 
past 
severa 
weeks. 
The robbery was not di covered 
until about five o ’clock, when the postal 
clerk went to the oflice to make up the 
morning mail for train No. 6 on the 
Pennsylvania line. 
The burglars obtained $97 of govern­ 
ment money, $30 of S. H. P l a n k ’s money 
which was in the postoffice safe, and 
$300 in stamps. 
H is believed t h a t the work was done 
by the same men who robbed the post- 
office 
at 
Scottsburg 
early 
S a tu rd a y 
morning, as the clews which were left 
by the yeggs were about the same as 
those found at the Scottsburg office. 
The 
burglars 
entered 
the 
building 
through the front door. The tools which 
th ey used w’ere stolen from a section 
house near the tow’n. 
The safe was 
small, having but one door, and the 
burglars apparently' had but little d if ­ 
ficulty in g etting to the money box. 
The safe was blown open with nitro­ 
glycerine, the odor of which was evi­ 
d e n t to those who entered th e room 
early in the morning. 
A bar of soap was 
also left on the desk near the safe, which 
showed th a t the cracksmen had used 
this in [»lacing the explosive. 
T h a t the 
robbery’ was the w'ork of professionals 
was evident from the fact t h a t just 
enough nitroglycerine was used to blow 
open the door, the safe being otherwise 
uninjured. 
No damage was done to the 
room or building w hatever by the e x ­ 
plosion. 
None of the citizens in the town heard 
the explosion except an aged lady and 
her daughter. 
They’ did not give the 
alarm , however, and it was not known 
t h a t anyone was aw are of the robbery j 
until about seven o ’clock, two ho u rs' 
’ 
i 
a f te r the robbery was discovered, they 
reported having heard the explosion. 
They declared that 
there were 
two 
charges, but from the indications about 
th e room, it is believed th a t there was 
but one explosion at the safe, and what 
•they thought to have been the first e x ­ 
plosion was the robbers breaking into 
th e building, a small charge of nitro­ 
glycerine h aving been 
placed 
in the 
lock, thus preventing the breaking of 
th e glass. 
There is no clew by which the robbers 
m ay be located, as nothing except the 
b a r of soap and an old pick, which was 
stolen from the section house, remained 
in the postotfice to be used as evidence 
a g ain st the guilty parties 
The robbery 
was similar in every respect, to that aj 
Scottsburg, and it is thought there th a t 
th e work was done by the same men. 
T w o strangers were seen near H en ry ­ 
ville between nine and ten o ’clock Mon­ 
d a y evening, and the description given 
o f th e m was practically the same as that 
of the men who robbed the Scottsburg 
office. 
A fte r the robbery was discovered o f­ 
ficers in all the towns and cities in 
southern Indiana were notified and an 
effort will be made to locate the men. 
The postoffice inspector at Cincinnati 
was notified and he sta te d th a t he would 
send on officer immediately’ to begin an 
investigation.

Fa hrenheit in Its Rela tion to Centigrade 
and Rea umur Sca les. 


The chief ^peculiarity of the Fa hren­ 
heit thermometer is tha t when it m ark s 
zero there a re at that moment just 32 
deg rees of fro^t in the air. which is a 
fair sta rt for a cold da y. 
But when 50 
deg rees of frost are added, by the drop 
of the mercury this much below F a hren­ 
heit's a rbitra ry zero mark, 
a s 
is 
fre­ 
quently the ca se in va rious pa rts of our 
country, wha t folks a re really g etting is 
82 deg rees of frost. 
As a ma tter of fa ct, the point where 
thing s begin to freeze or to tha w is the 
natural dividing 
line, 
and not Fa hren­ 
heit’s zero mark, which does not enter 
into considera tion until thing s ha ve been 
frozen tip to the ex tent of 32 deg rees, 
sa ys the Boston Globe. 
In other words. 
Vhen one is told how cold it is he should 
jea lly be informed us to the a mount of 
all 
the frost 
and 
not 
merely 
a 
part 
thereof, just a s when thing s begin to 
wa rm up one would like to know just 
how wa rm it is from the freezing point, 
and not, a s w ith the Fa hrenheit ther­ 
mometer. be obliged to subtra ct 32 de­ 
g rees of non-ex istent frost, in J uly. sa y. 
in order to learn the truth. 
It 
follows, 
therefore, 
tha t the truly ; 
sensible thermometers are those known 
its the centig ra de 
a nd 
the 
Rea umur. 
Both ta ke the points at which wa ter 
freezes and w a ter boils a s points fix ed by 
na ture. 
T he spa ce between these two 
points is divided on the centig ra de ther­ 
mometer into 100 deg rees and on the 
Rea umur into 8 0 deg rees. 
T h e division 
into HK> deg rees is proba bly better than 
tha t into So deg rees, but only for the j 
reason tha t so hmny thiiig s in this world 
a re divided by tens and hundreds tha t j 
most of us are more or less a ccustomed : 
to the decima l system. 
Both the centig ra de and the Rea umur 
thermometers a re honest and a ccura te in 
ma rking zero just at tha t point on the 
tube where there 
is 
a ctua lly

T he cellar i« a part of the house like­

housekeepers, beca use its da rk corners 
and remoteness from the g enera l living 
rooms naturally m a ke it a pla ce where 
trash collects, and so, if not frequently 
clea ned, the lack of order ma y be felt 
in the upsta irs portion of a dwelling . 
A s 
in 
other room« 
in 
the dwelling 
everything must be kept in its place with 
a s much ex a ctness n» if it were in the 
dra wing room. 
T h e coal should l» e kept 
in two, bins—one for ra ng e a nd the other 
for furnace. 
A third bin for wood is 
worth building in. if one is not a lrea dy 
there, a s small stick« a re likely to he 
dragged a bout, ma king a most untidy 
lloor. 
If big wood for open fires is used, 
it 
should 
be piled 
nea tly 
a g a inst 
the 
wa ll. 
There n.ust be two barrels for trash, 
unless the a rra ng ement« out of doors is 
such tha t there a re recepta cles. 
One 
barrel is for refuse tha t burns and the 
other for tins and g la ss which will be 
carteil a w a y. 
Under no circum sta nces 
a re the tw o barrels to he used a lter­ 
nately. 
In the country one sends for and pa ys 
the ma n 
w ho ta kes 
w ha t 
ca nnot 
be 
burned, and he should ca rt nothing tha t 
ca n be disposed of on the premises. The 
housekeeper should w a tch these barrel« , 
for in em ptying w a ste ba skets and dust 
pans, odds and ends will spill over and 
ma y remain unless « he ma kes frequent 
personal 
inspections. 
If the cella r is used for stora g e of 
a rticles, such as box es, barrels or tru n k s, 
they should be a rra ng ed com pa ctly in 
one section and not allowed to sca tter. 
Ga rden tools are best kept in order by 
ha ng ing them on hug e na ils driven into 
the wa ll. 
A dark cella r must be more closely in­ 
spected than one which is iight, not only 
for dirt, but for da mpness. 
The slight- j 
' est odor from this section will be carried 
throug h the house, and m ustiness and 
da m pness a re da ng erous, a s well as un­ 
plea sa nt. 
A wise preca ution is to keep 
som e disinfecta nt sprinkled a bout. 
Lime 
is ex cellent if there is da mpness. 
When 
there is light and circulation of a ir n 
liquid deodora nt is good, thoug h by no 
mea ns necessa ry. 
At lea st one window must 
be kept 
open all the time in the cellar, and two 
m a y be if

wishes. 
W hen cold i 
wea ther comes on the housekeeper must i 
be ca reful tha t if tw o are open they are i 
not opposite ea ch other. 
If they are. a i 
dra ug ht is ma de tha t will entirely pre- , 
vent the furna ce from sending heat up- t 
sta irs.

straw b erries, two and one-half b ushels of 
potatoes, 
egg 
plants, 
peppers, 
onions, 
spinach, radishes, lettuce, cab b ages and 
grapes. 
These products were consumed 
b y her and her family during the sum ­ 
mer, and also canned and “ put dow n” 
in other w ays for winter use. 
This return on a patch no larger than 
is av ailab le on many a city lot is v ery 
satisfactory when measured in dollars 
and cents. 
“G reens” are generally low 
in price during the growing season, b ut 
nev ertheless

of 
garden 
products constitutes q uite nil item in the

Grace of God of the United Kingdom of 
G reat B ritain and Ireland ar.d of the 
British 
Dominions 
Beyond 
the 
Seas, 
King, Defender of the F a ith, Em peror 
of India.” 
Ev en in these titles the reference to 
the Britons ov er seas w as added only on 
the present 
K in g’s 
accession, and the 
style of Em peror of India w as conferred 
on the British sov ereign late in Queen 
Victoria’s 
reign. 
Queen 
Victoria 
was 
crowned simply “ O f the United Kingdom 
of G reat B ritain and Ireland, Queen, De­ 
fender of the F a ith,” though on some of 
the early coinage of her reign—the florin, 
for instance—she is 
styled 
“ By 
the 
G race of God of all the Britains Queen, 
D efender of the F a ith” — a fine, digni­ 
fied and com prehensiv e style. 
Besides his regal appellation the King 
has of course m any lesser titles, b ut ev en 
these are not nearly so numerous as in 
the case of most foreign potentates. 
W hen one turns to other monarchs the 
list appears v ery 
triv ia!, 
the G erm an 
Emperor, for instance, enjoying the lux­ 
ury of sev enty-fiv e sub ordinate titles, the 
King of Spain forty-two, the E m peror of 
Austria sixty-one and the Sulton of T ur­ 
key eighty-two. 
T he Sultan of T urk e y ’s v arious styles 
are som ew hat am using to the western 
mind. 
H e is. of course, oiil-Tan and 
Iv ha-Iv kan thigh prince and lord cf lords» 
to start with; then he claims sov ereignty 
ov er most districts, 
towns, 
cities 
and 
states in the east, specifying each b y 
name and setting out w ith great delib era­ 
tion in each of his v arious title, “all the 
forts, citadels, purlieus and neighb orhood 
thereof,” in regular legal form, nnd final­ 
ly his official designation ends, “ Sov er­ 
eign also of div ers others nations, states, 
peoples and races on 41-~ face of the 
earth.” 
All this is of course in addition 
to his high position as 
‘H ead 
of 
the 
F a ithful” and “ Suprem e Lord of all the 
Followers of the P rophet.” “ D irect and 
Only L ieutenant on E a rth of M oham ­ 
med.” 
T he E m peror of A ustria, the Pope, the 
Sultan of Turkey, the K ing of Spain and 
the K ing of P ortugal are all “ K ing of 
Jerusalem .” 
The 
E m peror 
of A ustria 
and the K ing of Snain b oth call them ­ 
selv es “ K ing of G alicia.” 
O f sov ereigns who claim Britis 
terri­ 
tories the worst offender is the young 
K ing of Spain. lie is am ong otlu. things 
“ King of G ib raltar,” “ K ing of the E ast 
Indies.” “ K ing of O ceanic« ,” “K ing of 
the W est Indies,” and “ K ing of India,” 
the last title b eing also owned b y the 
King of Portugal; while of titles form er­ 
ly b orne b y the m onarchs of Britain the 
K ing of Spain is also “ K ing of Castile,” 
“ K ing of A rrngon” and “ K ing of N a­ 
v arre.”—Answers.

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Tn the report of the State Board of 
Charities, which has just been published, 
it is very noticeable that a large per­ 
centage of the men who call upon the 
county government tor assistance are 
• ! those who are in the prime of life, and, 
tinder ordinary conditions, should be 
| able to provide for themselves and fam­ 
ilies. Only a compart ively small number 
of men who requested aid from the 
county are recorded as being unable to 
find employment, and tin1 question at 
once arises why these men should ask 
assistance from the county. 
it is possible that the large number 
may be accounted for by the fact that 
each application is not given the care­ 
ful consideration as required by law. 
It 
is commonly known that many people 
arc given aid from the public relief fund 
when not deserving, and it was with the 
view of preventing this injustice that 
the present law was enacted. It is evi­ 
dently the intent of the law that only 
such persons should be given aid a* 
are really needy and have no other 
source of assistance. 
Tin* officers are 
expected to co-operate with the benev­ 
olent societies of the county ami even 
satisfy themselves that the applicant 
has no relatives who can furnish the re­ 
quired assistance. 
The funds of the 
county are to be resorted to as the last 
source of assistance, and then only w hen 
the applicant is worthy. 
The number 
>f able-bodied men asking for public 
aid could, doubtless, be reduced if the 
provisions of the law were given more 
careful consideration.

Washington, May 17.—Frederick M. 
Kerby, the stenographer whose recent 
statement was followed by President 
Taft's

linger. 
The letter of dismissal was a 
severe arraignm ent of Kerby, Secre­ 
tary Ballinger accusing him of having 
sought wrongfully to bring reproach 
upon the administration, of deliberate­ 
ly misstating facts and of being un­ 
worthy to remain in the public service. 
Kerby apparently does not intend to j 
accept the situation without making 1 
some sort of a fight. It is known that 
he consulted a lawyer and that he is 
considering the possibility of bringing 
an action for libel against Mr. Ballin­ 
ger. 
Kerby’s friends are urging him 
not to drop the m atter without a legal 
fight, and such an action would, of 
course, be one more annoying feature j 
in the present controversy for the sec-; 
retary of the interioY to combat.

STRIKE FUND VOTED 
FOR STEEL WORKERS 
_ »_______ 


The Amalgamated to Give Up Ten 
Percent of Wages. 


Fort W ayne, Ind., May 16.— Thou­ 
sands of iron, steel and tin workers 
in the United States will contribute 10 
per cent of their earnings to aid the 
cause of the strikers in the sheet and 
tin divisions and to build up a formid­ 
able defense fund in accordance with 
action of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, in na­ 
tional convention in Fort Wayne. 
The decision came after debate as 
to the most desirable methods for ac­ 
cum ulating the defense fund in ac­ 
cordance with the suggestions of the 
national officers earlh r in the conven­ 
tion se ssions, and the vote was for the 
levying of an assessm ent of 10 per cent 
of earnings of the workmen in all divi­ 
sions of the association. 
The assessment will go into effect 
at once and with a membership of 
about 10,000 men in the Amalgamated 
association the result will be a fund 
that will enable the association to car­ 
ry its fight: more vigorously to a suc­ 
cessful conclusion.

presen t kn owled ge of meteoric orbits. 
The meteors d escribe elliptical orbits, in - 
ckued slightly or n ot at all to the plan e 
of the terrestrial orbit, an d they move in 
the sam e d irection as the earth, so that 
their rad ian t appears station ary.”—Liter­ 
ary Digest.

th a t you can n ot give, an d s h e will stan d 
an d low. 
If your cows are allowed to 
fill up on straw an d d ry corn stalks in 
the field th a t have little or n o feed in g 
vain « » for milk, it will appease her appe­ 
tite an d she will n ot eat as much of tin * 
feed that lias the properties for makin g 
milk as sh<* should , an d here is an un ­ 
n ecessary shrin kage.

J us t accord in g to the system of care 
an d man agemen t given the d airy herd 
will d epen d the profit or loss. 
Dealin g 
with the herd as a herd is a mistake; 
each cow should be jud ged as an in d i­ 
vid ual. an d on h» *r own merits. It should 
n ot on ly be kn own the qua n tity of milk 
each cow gives, but also the a m o un t of 
butter fat she yield s. 
It d oes n ot n eces­ 
sarily mean th a t because a cow gives 4 
per cen t, of butter fat, she is more profit- j 
able than on e givin g milk testin g a t 3% 
per cen t. 
In ord er that the exact amoun t of milk 
a cow gives may be d etermin ed , it should 
he weighed d irectly a fter each milkin g 
an d a record of these weights kept for 
each cow. 
A reliable 
sprin g 
balan ce 
scale would he a very con ven ien t article 
for this purpose. 
It could be suspen d ed 
in the shed or stable where the milkin g 
is d on e, an d n ear by could be placed a 
record sheet an d pen cil, so t h a t very lit- 


pin g, without a suitable return of m a ­ 
n ure, they will in time become un pro­ 
d uctive. 


R esettin g an Orchard . 
It would d o n o harm to set youn g fruit 
trees in the liol« *s wh« *re th<* old on es 
are taken out. but, « » tlier tilin gs bein g 
equal, it would be just as well to d ig n ew 
holes iu the spaces between the old trees 
after they have been cut d own or .null**« ! 
up. 
An swerin g a similar question , the 
Rural New Yorker ad vises d iggin g u wid e 
hole 2 feet or more in « liameter an d 8 
to 12 in ches d eep, as may l>e n eed ed , 
placin g tin * rich or top soil in on e pile 
an d the subsoil in an other. 
Cut out all 
broken or in jured roots from the trees 
to be set, an d freshen the en d s of the 
soun d roots with a slan tin g cut from be­ 
low upward , so th a t the fresh surface 
will rest on the soil. 
When the roots 
are in their n atural 
position , set 
the 
trees in tlu* cen ter of the hole an d care­ 
fully till in aroun d the roots with the 
best of tin * toj) soil taken out. siftin g 
it from the ed ge of tin * shovel an d w in k­ 
in g it between tin * rows with the lin gers, 
s h a kin g ‘ the tree mean while to g« *t the 
earth in every crevice between the roots. 
When the roots ar<* fairly cover« *« !, tra m p 
firmly, then till in with the poorer or 
subsoil, trampin g it firmly as it is put in 
place. 
The tree when s« *t should stan d 
little, if an y, d « *eper than it grew in the 
n ursery row. 
The firmed earth should 
be han ked up aroun d the tree to she« l 
water. 
About a third of the top should 
be cut, takin g out weak an d un n ecessary 
limbs, shorten in g in the gotxl on es so as 
to balan ce the top with the roots th a t 
have been cut away. 
It is a very good 
plan to scatter a poun d or two of good 
commercial fertilizer aroun d 
the 
tr« *e 
after it is set. lightly workin g it in the 
soil, or mulch the trees with a wheel- 
barrow load of coarse barn yard man ure. 
This keeps the groun d moist an d f ur ­ 
n ishes the youn g tree with all the fe r­ 
tility it n eed s un til the growth has mad e 
some progress.

Th« * ewe before lambin g should have a 
variety of succulen t feed s, aueh as m a n ­ 
gels, beets. green s, clover an d mead ow 
hay. 
A small qua n tity of feed con tain ­ 
in g protein m ay ho fed ad van tageously, 
as it supplies tin * bon e-build in g material 
lackin g in most food s, an d keeps the 
bowels in gootl con d ition . 
After lambin g 
tin * con cen t rated feed should con sist of 
a large part of bran , all t h a t will he 
eaten up clean , with clover or mead ow 
hay for » uglin ess. 
This ration will a n ­ 
swer for lambs also. 
Turn the ewe an d 


t i c e s in America, says th at in a ton of 
man ure haul« » « l on to tin * field from 10 
to 50 per c« *n t. of its fertilizin g value b<> 
comes d issipated through leachin g, fire- 
fan gin g or lack of provision to absorb 
or con serve the an imal urin e. 
Take, as 
an in stan ce, the ease of urin e alon e: A 
cow will prod uce 40 to 50 poun d s of solid 
man ure a d ay, but she will also make 
from 20 to 30 poun d s of urin e, an d fully 
half of the n itrogen in her ration goes 
in to th a t urin e. 
It is n ot in frequen t to sc« * n o a tte m p t 
bein g mad e to save this portion of th« * 
man ure in spite of the fact th a t it is 
richer in both n itrogen an d potash than 
is the d un g, an d th a t those fertilizers ar<* 
more available for the plan t in the urin e 
than in the d un g. 
Should the man ure be piled again st the 
sid e of the barn , as is a more or less 
common practice amon g farmers, where 
the water from the eaves of the roof 
can d rip on it. or if it is piled on a slope 
or « >ther exposed places, every heavy rain 
washes out large quan tities of n itrogen 
an d potash. 
These leach« *« ! chemicals an * 
the most valuable portion s of the pile, 
the most available f« » r plan t forcin g. 
An other common source of loss is t h a t 
in curm l by heatin g an d fermen tin g. M a ­ 
n ure put in piles soon heats an d throws 
off more or less gas an d vapor. 
The fer­ 
men tation which prod uces these gases is 
caused by the action of bacteria or m in ­ 
ute organ isms.

The d isease kn own as Iip-an d -Ieg ul­ 
ceration of sheep, which ha* prevailed in 
W yom in g an d other w ester» states to 
such an exten t as to cause the secretary 
of agriculture to place a fed eral qua ra n ­ 
tin e on sheep from certain coun ties in 
W yomin g, is tlx* subject of a publication 
just issued by tlx* d epartm en t « ff agri- 
eulture. In this publication Dr. A. I). 
Melvin , chief of the bureau of an im al in ­ 
d ustry, d escribes the work of his bureau 
for the suppression of this d is« *ase, an d 
Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of tlx* p a th ­ 
ological d ivision iff tlx* bureau, d escribes 
th« » n ature an d cause of the d isease an d 
prescribes treatm en t. 
The in vestigation s of the bureau of 
an im al in d ustry, as well as those mad e 
by other authorities in this an d other 
coun tries, show th a t lip arn U eg ulcera­ 
tion is con tagious, an d is on e 
of 
the 
various m an ifestation s of 
a 
d is« *ase 
which has been given the gen eral d « ?sig- 
n ation of n ecrobacillosis an d which af- 
f« *cts various species of an im als. 
The 
d isease in sheep as foun d in the w estern 
states varies all the w ay from a mild 
sore m outh, which often * heals w ithout 
treatm en t, to a serious an d virulen t ul­ 
ceration of the lips an d legs an d other 
parts of he hotly, which in aggravated 
cases is sometimes practically in curable. 
All the vsilious 
form s 
of the d isease, 
however, are d ue 
to 
the m me germ, 
which is kn own as bacillus n ecrophorus. 
M an y sheepmen have been in clin ed to 
d oubt th** con tagious character of the 
affection kn own as sore m outh in lambs, 
claimin g th a t the lesion s were simply 
the result of in juries caused by eatin g 
frosted grass, coarse forage, etc. 
But 
even in cases of this kin d Dr. Mohler has 
shown by his in vestigation s 
th a t 
the 
woun d s read ily become in f« » cte<l w ith the 
germs in regums where the in fection e x ­ 
ists. an d th a t mild cases are liable to 
d evelop in to a more serious form.

m ay n o t 
on ly spread 
amon g sheep an d go from the mild to 
the virulen t form, hut is also easily 
commun icable to pigs, calves an d other 
an imals. 
Cases are cit« *d where calves 
have become in fected by bein g placed in 
a corral where sheep w ith Iip-an d -leg 
ulceration 
have been , an d also wh« *re 
sheep have con tracted th e d isease by be­ 
in g placed on a 
farm where

It is claimed that men. being fathers 
and husbands, legislate in the interest 
of women 
a s fairly as in their own. 
Follow me around the world and let us 
investigate this claim. 
(Jo to 
India, 
where girls are given in marriage from 
”■ 4 to 12 y ears of age. 
Within our gener­ 
ation. at least 11KMKXMJÜ0 of t,lie fem­ 
inine sex have thus been sacrificed in 
India. 
And by whom? 
Fathers and 
husbands. 
Then go to the Chinese. Japanese and 
• the Turkish empires, where wives are 
held in slavery and where girls (at an 
age wholly unfit for wifehood or mother­ 
hood!. are given or sold in marriage. 
Who sacrifices these? 
Husbands and 
fathers. 
W e have now viewed seven-tenths 
of 
the human family , and we see that its 
womanhood is mercilessly sacrificed upon 
the altar of man's animalism. 
Then fome to the Fnited States repub­ 
lic 
Its women are held in absolute serf­ 
dom. with no more voice in the laws un­ 
der which they live than the negro bad 
prior to the abolition of s » .very. 
An 
emperor represents his who!- people » is 
much as men who vote reprt-^eut women 
who have no vote » it » til. 
The law gives the husband the sole 
ownership of the property , which the 
wife helps him to « « cumulate, and at 
death the wife can leave no part of it 
even to her own children. 
The father 
lias the sole right to say if the children 
may be hired out to work, where they 
may go t o school, what they may do in 
life, and at his death he may appoint a 
guardian f< r the children, who also has 
these rights. 
The father, and not the mother, is the 
next of kin to the child, and if the child 
has been killed or injured the father 
. alone may sue and c dlect damages, and 
the father alone 
inherits 
property or 
wealth of wliich the child may die ¡tos­ 
ses sed. 
The husband alone has the right to 
ch oose the country or home, however in- 
. jurious it may be to the happiness or in­ 
t erest s of the wife. 
In the state* of New 
York (with its population about equal to 
some dozen of the western or southern 
states» the husband 
may 
commit any 
wrong or sin against the wife, but with­ 
out the wife can prove infidelity against 
h m she* cannot obtain a divorce, and this 
is the same in the District of Columbia. 
In South Carolina the husband may 
commit 
every 
crime in 
the 
category 
against the wife. >ut tin* wife, under no 
circumstances, can obtain a d.vorce. 
Such is tin* outline of the general leirnl, 
civic and political status of about NO per 
cent, of the women under the tlag of this 
r '«’eminent. 
Men exploit every government for their 
own exclusive benefit and plan » ill 
legis­ 
lation- solely in tl*<* interest and comfort 
of their own sex. 
There is no woman 
who is not a victim, one way or another, 
of 
male-made institutions; 
and 
every 
woman, whatever i.er station, or wealth, 
is nailed to the cross by masculine laws. 
This is why I protect against men alone ; 
making laws in which women are equally 
interested with themselves. 
So long as the !a ,v placea no lock on 
the door leading to marriage, it should 
place more on the door leading to di­ 
vorce. 
Is there a boy or girl so inima* i 
ture, or any release 1 criminal 
or dis­ 
eased debauchee, or half-besotted drunk­ 
ard. who cannot get the “sacred knot” 
tied? Reform marriage laws and there 
will be few divorces. 
In this country thousands of wives arc 
annually murdered by husbands — there 
are more than a half million wives who 
have been abandoned by husbands—there 
are inore than a million wives of drunk­ 
ards—and there are mor? than a million 
virtuous wives, who ¡» re each y ear med­ 
ically treated for » lie ills and sufferings 
which the immoralities 
of 
their 
hus­ 
bands inflict on them. 
The laws have 
trapped these into marriage and should 
not refuse to release them when they 
wish to go free. 
The women of this ¡an 1 are not try ­ 
ing for either a f«iture regulation or re­ 
striction of divorce.

The country would be justified in fur­ 
ther regulating aud restricting divorce if 
it could be shown that such has result­ 
ed in the moral elevation of tlie people 
or nations which try the same.

Spain and Italy , where no divorce is al­ 
lowed, and contrast them with Nevada 
and South Dakota, where divorce is very 
free.

How Navajo Indians Cultivated Scant 
Patches in the Desert. 
Phy sically , morally and intellectually 
the Navajo is superior to other nomadic 
trbies. such as the Lies, Apaches, Com- 
manehes. Sioux and Chey ennes. 
lie has 
alway s been self-supporting, receiving no 
rations or other assistance from the gov­ 
ernment. 
When there is work to be had 
within their capacity the men labor will­ 
ingly and efficiently, grading on the 
rail­ 
roads. constructing irrigation reservoirs 
and ditches and weeding or harvesting 
sugar beets in the beet fields of Colorado. 
They cultivate their scanty patches of 
corn and beans on thousands or places in 
the desert, having been real “dry farm­ 
ers" centuries before the Campbell sy s­ 
tem was born of the brain or the 
N e ­ 
braska experimenter or the Dry Farm ­ 
ing congress that meets in October in 
Billings. Mont.. conceived of. They build 
their humble hogans of stone or of tim­ 
ber banked up with clay , wherever there 
happens to be water for their docks and 
herds. 
They are neither nomads, like the wan­ 
dering tribes <*f the plains, nor settled 
agriculturists, like the Pueblos, but rath­ 
er Bedouins of the Ameriean desert, mov­ 
ing when necessary to secure better pas- 
turage or a more aboundant supply of 
water for their livestock.

Hot-Pot. 
Almost any dainty in the way of meat 
may enter into the composition of the 
dish, but a few odd scraps of m« *nt and 
pork will also make an appetizing hot­ 
pot. 
The usual way of making hot-pot 
is to use raw potatoes; nut it will be 
found a better way t«> parboil the pota­ 
toes before using. 
It is usual to direct 
t«» put a lay er of meat at the bottom ot 
the dish, but a better way is to place a 
lay er of potatoes at the bottom, and then 
add the meat. etc. 
The potatoes will 
absorb all the fat which sinks to the bot­ 
tom of the dish during tlie baking. 
A 
large, deep puddiug-dish, round earthen­ 
ware basin, or an enameled iron dish 
may be used. 
First wash and boil a 
panful of potatoes for fifteen minutes, 
drain from water, peel, and slie<* them, 
but not too thin. 
Line the bottom of the 
dish with thin scraps of fat bacon, put 
in a lay er,of potatoes, a sprinkling of 
salt and pepper, then add a lay er of po­ 
tatoes, sprinkling of salt and pepper, 
then add a lay er of thinly -sliced onions, 
then meat of any kind, with plenty of 
p« *np« *r and a sprinkling of salt, then po­ 
tatoes, salt, pepper, onions and meat as 
before. 
Continue in this way until the 
dish is full, put in a pint or more of 
water, and two tablespoonfuls of keteli- 
,up. 
The top lay er should be potatoes, 
and three or four tablespoonfuls of drip­ 
ping or bacon fat should be placed over 
them lier« * and there. 
Cover with a good 
thick crust, made by rubbing one pound 
of dripping into two pounds of flour with 
a tablespoonful of baking-powder and a 
pinch of salt. 
Hake two hours and one- 
half in a well-heated oven. 
After the 
paste has cooked t!iree-« ju» rters of an 
hour, tie on the top two or three folds of 
paper t • prevent 
tin* 
paste 
burning. 
Should there be a good deal of pork 
mixed into tin* hot-pot, it will not be uec- 
essary to add « Dipping. 
Tlu*- hot-pot 
should be spiced with pepper. 
No more 
acceptable «’inner could be placed be­ 
fore a large family than a hot-pot. 


It is nice, of course, to in* father’s con­ 
fidante or mother’s right hand; but there 
are things that should lie kept from chil­ 
dren.

in 
consequence, the' 
heart of a y oung child is not in her; the 
games of frolic and innocent y outh are 
not entered into, n<*t enjoy ed by her. The 
games of other children of her own 
seem frivolous in her ey es; they are 
palatable, her tastes have grown too 
she is constanly with her elders, and 
her ambitions lie in the same direction 
as theirs. 
If mothers and fathers were wise, they 
would encourage their children to remain 
¡is children, not make them old bey ond 
their y ears. A Cinderella in every family 
is a thing to be deplored: there should be 
no particular slavery amongst brothers 
and sisters. 
As the children of ¡i 
h o u se­ 
hold should share and share alike; the 
plain one should not be kept in the back­ 
ground because she is plain. 
No one 
should ho considered the “ugly duckling.” 
or. providing they ¡ire, they should not 
be made to feel or realize this. 
In fact, 
any counterbalancing good quality or 
talent should be fostered, brought for­ 
ward. to make up to such a 
child. 
Favoritism 
among 
children 
should 
never la* shown, for it is this oversight 
of parents, this habit of making favor­ 
ites. 
¡» referring one child 
to ¡mother, 
which often rankles in children’s minds, 
and is later the cause of jealousy and 
dissension in families. Often enough, the 
early treatment of one of thcs« > chil­ 
dren by the parents causes the y ounger 
ones to expect too much from the Cinder­ 
ella of the family . 
She should, they think, give in at all 
times to them; relinquish her own desires 
and tastes in their favor; and so used 
are they to her giving in to them, that 
they almost fail to recognize the fact 
that she is their sister, that she should 
possess any individual rights, an opinion 
of her own. 
* 
Many a y oung girl's life has been 
spoiled in this way ; her y outh and girl­ 
hood blighted. Such a girl, down-trodden 
and subdued, naturally thinks little of 
herself; and not realizing that she pos­ 
sesses good qualities, prepossessing fea- 
tures that might attract, 
becomes 
old- 
fashioned in her sty le, dress and manner; 
¡md often as not her very unselfishness 
in not seeing after herself, dressing bet­ 
ter. is the cause of her being looked down 
upon as a dowdy and a fright. 
Men, even, in seeking a wife often 
enough fail to notice tlu* good qualities 
beneath that plain costume, and many 
suitors recognize when too late that they 
would have been wiser in choosing that 
loving, tender, sy mpathetic girl, who was 
only consi« lere« l the “ugly duckling,” for 
their wife, than any of her more showy 
and brilliant sisters.

Add a large sliced and br >wiu*d onion, a 
sliced carrot and a turnip cut into small 
bits. 
The vegetables should be put in at 
tlu* same time the meat is immersed in 
tlu* boiling water.” 
To soften tlu* tissues of a tough steak 
pour three or f air 
spo on f u ls « if cider vin­ 
egar over it and permit it to stand for 
about twelve hours. 
Broiled or fried in 
butter it will have all tlu* tenderness of 
;i sir oin. 
A flank steak, which is tougher than 
a sirloin or porterhouse, but equal in fla­ 
vor ¡md nutrition to either, costs just 
half the price of the choice cut. 
A flank 
steak cut from a well fattened beef is 
both savory and tender. 
Beef pot pie. which is an attratlve ad­ 
dition to a dinner menu and easily pre­ 
pared, is made in tin-; manner: Take 
tough pieces of the cheaper beef; cut 
them in bits about an inch thick: ¡» lace 
in earthen bean pot after dredg'ng with 
flour; season liberally with salt, black 
pepper and a dash of cay enne; cover with 
water and sot in an oven or on top of 
tin* stove and cook until tlu* meat is ten­ 
der.

For a pot roast for a family of six, 
take i pounds of the

the last three ribs nearest the neck or 
the flank; roll it and secure its shape 
with skewers; easr both sides of tin* 
r. ast in a hot fry ing pan; place the 
r-» ast in a closely covered 
pot 
after 
seasoning highly with salt; pepper and 
two quartered onions.

little 
water 
should be added before closing the pot. 
Cook slowly for two hours.

proved by the addition of a little salt 
pork.

London, May 17.—The body of the 
late King Edward 
was borne from 
Buckingham palace today on the first 
stage of Its solemn journey to its final j 
resting place at Windsor. 
From the i 
moment the procession left the palace 
till the casket was placed on the cat­ 
afalque in Westminster, Big Ben, the 
famous bell that booms out the passing 
hours from the clock tower of the 
houses of parliament was tolled every 
fifteen seconds. 
King George wdth his eldest son 
walked in procession behind the gun 
carriage on which the coffin was borne. 
The visiting royalties also followed on 
foot. 
Queen Mary, the queen mother 
and the other women of the royal fam­ 
ily and their suites were driven in car­ 
riages. Colonel Roosevelt, special am­ 
bassador from the Fnited States to 
attend King Edward's funeral, walked 
immediately behind the vlsitirrg royal­ 
ties related to the late king by ties of 
blood, but preceding all others. 
Thirty thou.sand troops lined the 
route of the procession from Bucking­ 
ham palace to Westminster hall, and 
on Friday will perform a like service 
in the funeral procession from West­ 
m inster hall
